NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


| SECESSION FROM ROME, 
Rome is like the sea. It gains on one side and loses on the other. In 
England Catholicism gradually gains. But beyond the Atlantic, at least in 
Canada, it seems to lose as may be inferred from the following: “The Church 


Record of February intimates the receipt of a letter from the Rev. C. Chiniquy; 
of Montreal, enclosing an address to the Roman Catholic Bishop of Montreal, 


dated Dec. 28, and signed by 294 names of individuals who desire to be con- 


‘sidered ‘no longer as members of the Church of Rome, in which, like yourself, 
we were born.’ The chief ground alleged is that in the mass the bishop adores, 


and causes others to adore ‘a god made with your own hands, which constitutes 
the grossest as itis the most wicked of idolatries.’” Now this is a most hopeful 
sign, for the reasoning which has carried a number of Roman Catholics so far 
cannot stop there. To be consistent, it must go a step further and apply its criticism 
to other incongzuities, although not of so gross, 60 flagrant and so offensive a 
nature as that denounced by Canadian Roman Catholics. The same iniquisitive- 


ness may and must in process of time ask how is it possible to receive the doctrine 
known bythename of Incarnation? It teaches that God at a certain period took flesh 


to Himself and thus became a visible God or God manifest in the flesh. Now what 


became of this flesh after Lis expiration on the cross? [t could net have fallen 
into deeay like that of huinan beings after death, for it is written: “Ti.on. dost 


not suffer Thy boly one to see coruption.” Nor indeed ic be cenceived 


how He could sit on the right Land of Gol cxeapt in the flesh, since of a spirit 


it caunot be raid that it either sitteth or standcth or beth. Morecver, His 


disciples saw hin bodily taken up iuto heaven and expecte! him bodily to come 
lack to jadge the quick and the dead. But wherein doth flesh differ fiom the 
paste out of which the consecrated wafer is manufactured? Chemistry gives a 
good account of the constitucnts of dough and shows that flesh is only one 
remove beyond paste, since it is built up ultimately of the same clements. 
Then wherein differs the worship of a God manifest in the flesh from the worship 
of a Giod manifest in dough? Of course the reply will be that it is a spiritual 
body which is worshipped. But apart from the contradictio in adjectivo since 
flesh as a material substance cannot be spiritual as opposed to matter, the Roman 
Catholic might ask the Protestant why could not the material dough through the 
consecration of the priest be transformed into spiritual dough? In either case we 
have todeal with a mystery. Now on what ground can one mystery be denied while 
the other is believed? The answer will be that this is a matter of faith. Then 
why should not faith be elastic enough to include both mysteries if borne 
testimony to by the largest church on earth and by an unbroken chain of 
tradition reaching back to remote antiquity? And if once the process of reason- 
ing is applied to one doctrine why not to another and again to another? Surely 
the day of triumph cannot be far off when the intelligent among the 
surrounding masses will in the words of the prophet repeat: “All we like sheep 
have gone astray every one his own way, and the Lord hath laid on him 
(Israel) the iniquity of us all,” and will do justice to Israel wha submitted to 
every species of contumely, hardship and persecution rather than deny the 
trust confided to them by the Most High, and receive those ‘grave soul-cestroying 
errors to this day taught in church and chapel. 


RELIGION IN JAPAN, 

_ The hold of Buddhism on the Japanese is becoming more and more loosened. 
The Japanese want a new religion but cannot find it. “The children have come 
to the birth but there is not strength to bring forth.” What is to be 
substituted for the established creed? Is it to be Christianity? Its moral 
teaching no doubt finds admirers among their lettered men. It would be all 


easy enough if only religion and morality were convertible terms or rather 


forces.. But then Christianity makes such large draughts upon faith and is 
overweighted with miracles. Have they not enough of this and even more in 


their own religion? What would be gained by the exchange? But if not— 


Christianity why not Judaism? Its morality is not inferior to that of Christianity 


~ andit has the advantage of possessing tenets not one of which is against reason. 


True, Judaism has also its miracles. But theso as we are taught by Maimonides, 
and is admitted by several eminent Jewish divines, have not been performed in 
support of certain doctrines in themselves opposed to reason as is the case with 
Christianity, but merely to serve some temporary purpose, the accomplishment of 
which required, or, at least, was facilitated by the miracie. Indeed, we are 


distinctly taught by eminent Jewish authorities that no miracles however 


stupendous and however numerous could give credibility to a doctrine by 
its nature opposed to reason and logic. Judaism, therefore, would not present 
to the Japanese the difliculties offered by Christianity. But where is the Isaac 


-Sangari that will expound it tothe Mikado? Will it be urged that it is not the 


duty of the Jew to make propaganda for religion? ‘True not for his religion. 
This is racial and historical. Much that is in Judaism was only intended for the 
Sons of the Covenant and can only by its nature be’ binding upon them. But 
the broad principles which underlie the structure of Judaism, the general 


morality which it teaches—these are intended to be diffused throughout the 
world, and of these the Jews are the special custodians and representatives. 


Through the Jewish people they are to be spread all over the world. In so far 
the Jews are heaven-appointed missionaries. And it is their duty to propagate 
these divine precepts whenever and wherever an opportunity offers. Why not 


- therefore in Japan where the population is prepared for a change of religion if 


anything preferable were offered in’ exchange. The temper of the Japanese 
mind with respect to religion is thus described by a co-temporary: “It is a 
singular fact that religion is one of fhe most prominent subjects discussed in 
those Japanese newspapers which represent the renaissance of their country. 


on 


The line taken by these native journalists is sometimes calculated to shock the 
orthodox sensibilities of the West. We sce a large number of the readin ani 


reflecting subjects of the Mikado divesting themselves of the hereditary }ejj 


with the easy nonchalance with which they have cast aside their old Picturesg, 
dress, and groping about, occasionally in no very reverent spirit, in search of a 


new faith. At times we come across writers who are fascinated by the moral 


beauties of Christianity; but the great bulk of these letteréd Japanese geom t 
be in a state of blank indecision as to what should take the place of the discarde 
Buddhist creed. They tell us that the greatest obstacle to the success of tj, 
Christian missionaries is the demand which they make on the faith of the people 
whom they seek to instruct. The miracles of the Bible are, according to oy. 
writer, the great obstacle to the spread of Christianity in Japan and the English 


generally. ‘To teach Asiatics such things, who have been for many generatiog; 


steeped in their own superstitions, only tends to make them cling closer to thei; 
own beliefs, and, far from attracting them to it, only drives them further away 
from Christianity, for we have a mass of traditions of supernatural deeds in oy, 
own mythology.’ It is a remarkable fact that the Roman Catholic is the only 
church which has so far succeeded in making any considerable number 


converts in Japan; and for this reason, that its missionaries have become lj 


things to all men and have not scrup'ed to represent. their ceremonies and 
dogmas as almost identical with those of the Buddhist worship.” Judaigy

| THE SUNDAY OPENING OF THE MUSEUMS, 
A densely crowded pab i: meeting wa3 lately held at St. Jamas’s Hull fo, 


the purpose of urging the House of Commons to take steps for securing the - 


Sunday Opéning of the National Museums and Art Galleries, the Hon. Aubcroa 
Herbert in the chair. A number of speeches were delivered in favour of the 
measure, and resolutions were passed inthe same sense. Now on this subject we 
have repeatedly expressed our opinion, The claim of the people to the enjoy. 
ment of what is the people’s is not only just, but it may even be doubted 
whether any authority has the right to exclude the people, with whos: 
money these institutions have been established and are maintained, froin 
their own. But it is not for the purpose of participating in the movement 
that we have taken up the pen, but rather to express our satisfaction that 
none of the speakers, pro or con, introduced the Sabbath question. It was 
evidently felt by all parties that there existed no connection between the heaven- 
appointed Sabbath of the decalogue and the man made Sunday of the Emperor 
Constantine. It was not so in former discussions when the Sabbath question 
was generally dragged through the mirc, the one party defending the Sunday 
austerities on the ground that the Sunday took the place of the Sabbath, and the 


other condemning the advocates of this view as judaisers. We trust that our 


occasional clucidations of this subject in these columns have contributed their 
share towards ilisentangling the skein rendered intricate by the disputants. Let 
us briefly repeat what we have stated before. The Sunday festival can neither 
be considered by our neighbours as the successor of the Sabbath nor as originating 
from it. The gentile Christians—and it is they who have formed orthodox 
Christianity such as it is now—did not keep the Sabbath since the days of St. 
Paul. In conformity with his teaching, who classified it among the heggarly 
elements from which Christ had freed his followers, they scorned and even 
opposed the Sabbath. It was one of the lines of demarcation which separated 
them from the Jewish Christians who strictly observed the Sabbath. It was only 
centuries afterwards that the clergy observed the mistake committed by the 


apostle in having abolished the weekly day of rest, when the people would have 


been at leisure to listen to their preaching, to the ghostly instruction to be imparted 
and to the practice of the rites which had accumulated since the days of the 
primitive Christians, who only worshipped in spirit and therefore required neither 
church nor ceremony. But as arehabiliation of the Sabbath would have prove! 


the apostle in the wrong and would moreover have laid open the advocates of the 


measure to the charge of judaising, the Sunday was instituted by the devout 
Constantine as the weekly festival for the Christians, which had the advantage 
of standing high in the esteem of the faithful as the day in which it was believed 
Jesus had risen from the dead and in that of the Pagans for being the Dies Solis, or 


of Baal, worshipped by them as the Supreme Lord. It was a happy com promise 


and took well with all classes. Ever since the Sunday festival was kept through- 


out Christendom and the legislatures of the several countries in which Chris- 


tianity was established, at the instigation of the clergy, took it into their special 
protection. Such is a succint summary of the history of the Sunday which 
clearly shows its rise and developinent quite independent of the Sabbath. Let 


the advocates of the Sunday opening of the Museums and its opponents, by all 


means, fight out the battle. It does not concern us Jews, keepers of the heaven: 


appointed Sabbath of the decalogue. But let the battle be fought on purely 


Christian ground. The scriptural Sabbath cannot be referred to advantage by 
one party or the other. They have both discarded the heaven-appointed Sabbath. 


They are both guilty of the breach of the fourth commandment. In the eyes of

TASTY BURIAL AT NEWCASTLE, 
| 

We have received a lengthy letter from the Rev. 8. H. Harris, minister of 
the Newcastle Hebrew Congregation, supporting the statements made by 
“Watchman” (in our issue of the 10th inst.), with reference to a recent hasty 
burial at Newcastle. Mr. Harris indignantly repudiates the assertions made by 
Mr. Moses J. Cohen in our Jast week’s impression. He denies that he was 
civilly requested to withdraw when he protested against the child being buried 
with such indecent haste. He was treated in a very unbecoming manner, 
approaching almost to violence. Mr. Harris forwards us a letter from the 
medical gentleman who attended the child, to prove that the body was buried 
within four hours of its being alive. The Wardens of the congregation were 
also very indignant at the unseemly and unbecoming preceeding, and they will 
take measures to prevent the recurrence of such hasty burials. Mr. Harris 
further mentions that Mr. Moses J. Cohen has no official eennection with the con- 
gregation. He isthe Treasurer of a small self-constituted society which, under the 
titleALNIP AIAN, is doing more mischief than good, and actuallly impeding those 
whose official duty it is to attend funerals and make the necessary preparations 
in connection therewith. . 

The medical gentleman who attended the child makes the following remarks 


respecting the period which elapsed between death and burial : “This said Sarah 


Smith died about 1.30 p.m, on March 3rd, and was buried about 5 p.m., as was 
said, at my request. I beg to state, however, that [ never gave such an order, 
and no one was more astonished than inyself on leaming some days after that 
the child was buried within three or four hours at most after her death.” 


In bringing the correspondence upon this painful subject to a close, we can. 
only express our regret that these opportunities should be ellowed to pass 


without a pastoral letter being forwarded to the several congregations of the 
United Kingdom, reiterating the remarks made in the letter addressed to the 
Council of the United Synagogue, condemning the practice of hasty burials, and 
in which is‘set forth the Jewish law upon the subject. ( 3

Of the £10,682 3s. 5d., the total amount subscribed to date, £8,855 5s, 5d., has actually 
been received, and £750 having been withdrawn to meet expenses, a balance of £8,105 5s. 5d, 
remains in the hands vf Messrs. Rothschild, on deposit at 3 per ccnt. ; deducting about £250 
of this, which will be required for current expenses, the balance in hand actually available 
amounts to £7,855 5s. 5d., to which interest will have to be added..

The interesting 
and dangerous travels of the Bakers were fully detailed, and an account given 
of the deadly swamps and frightful dangers suffered in consequence. Mr, 


- Henriques referred to the very recent discoveries of Stanley and Cameron, well 


known as the associates ef Livingstone. ‘The lecturer concluded by summing 
up the present state of our knowledge concerning Nile sources. He stated 
Victoria Nyanga was the undoubted head water of the Nile, but as that lake 


seemed to be ted by a river of very large size, flowing in at the South, it might 


probably be that that river is the true souice of the Nile. Whether Albert 
Nyanga is a western head water of the Nile, or whether Taugambra is to be con. 
sidered as such depends upon the fact whether a communication really exists 
between the two last named lakes, as has been often alleged. The lecturer, 
therefore, maintains that there is still sufficient darkness surrounding this 
fascinating geographical problem to justify his title of ‘‘ Nile Mystery.”

EDUCATIONAL MISSIONS. 

We ‘have been favoured by a correspondent with the following communi- 
cation in coutinuation of an article which appeared in our impression of 
March 10th : 

fn the event of the Anglo-Jewish Association preferring to be liberated 
from the requirement to raise a “fund of important dimensions” in furtherance of 
the specific scheme, then the £1,000 which has so long remained on deposit (in 
order to serve as “nucleus” for such.a fund), will become available for alministre- 
tion by some other agency. It is not, however, to be supposed that the matter 
has been so long in abeyance because of any disinclination of the Council, for 
more vigorous prosecution of educational work. The appeal of the Council, when- 
ever issued, is already safe of being responded to with liberalily. a 

It is moreover to be hoped that any who have thought themselves justified 
in withholding sympathy from Jewish missions because of the ageucy announced 
for them, will rally to the cause on its distinctive merits. — - 

The sympathy of the Moses who, in our day, has become eminent and gone 
forth to look after his brethren under burthens, has often of late years been 
available for educational missions, as incentives to self-emancipation from the 
yoke of incapacity for self-help. Where, until now has been such an opportunky 
to associate his honoured name with accomplishment of one of the noblest of

VIII. when by the Reformation they received the first blow that ultimately led 
fo th dir downfall, The lecturer then touched lightly upon the various expedients 
and artifices resorted to by the different monarchs to rob the companies of their 
neomes, and which at this period were in their hands the greatest 
instraments for doing good. The State lotteries, monopolies, patents, 
forced loans and precepts from the government were all explained, as also the 
writ of “Quo Waranto” in 1684, and with which Mr. Hart said the real history 
of the companies may be said to have terminated. The second portion of the 
evening's lecture was devoted to showing the various aspects under which the 
companies of London may be regarded, viz. (1) as connected with the particular 


7 craft or trate (2), as connected with the civic corporation, and (3) as connected 


with the Government itself. Macn of these was taken in order, and, under the 
“rst of these three, great stress was laid on the good work done by the companies 
in settling disputes between the members of the craft*in restraining idle and 
and extravagant habits, im the preservation of trade secrets, the keeping in order 
of the apprentices, and in the power of search, possessed by the chief companies, 
and which enabled them among other things to go into the shop of any brother 
of the company and destroy any badly made or adulterated article that they 
wight discover. The second aspect under which they might be viewed, viz., 
as connected with the civic corporation, led to the description of how the com- 
panies were restrained from an abuse of the powers vested in them by their 
charters, and how ready they always were to help in all good and charitable 
works in connection with the city itself : and how they came, lastly, into contact 
with the Government was illustrated by the assistance they lent in all public 
and national undeitakings ; such as the discovery of new countries, the equip- 
ment of armies and uavies for home and abroad, and the like. The lecturer 
concluded with some amusing details as to the nuiubers, officers, and costumes 
of the companies, together with a description of some of their pageants, cere- 
monies and priucipal observances. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the Lord Mayor arrived, and he was 
received with outbursts of cheering. |

Tue Executive Committee having adopted Mr. Monracu’s recommendation 
to charge a Kuropean agency with the carrying out of the resolutions passed, 
we consider the chief task of this body is performed.

DO DIFFERENT RACES REQUIRE DIFFERENT RELIGIONS? 


A GRAVE question has lately been raised at Rome. The British and Foreign: 
Bible Society held some time ago its inaugural meeting in the capital of 


Italy. Several speeches were delivered on the occasion. Among others one 
by Mr, Burcuer, in which we are told he eloquently refuted the notion that 
the Teutonic and Latin races require different religions, Now, it may be 
that the mental affinities of these two races do not differ so greatly as to 
require different religions for their spiritual satisfaction. They are both of 
Aryan origin. The civilizations of both are mainly derived from the same 
sources, 
each other’s literature, which is the outcome of a nation’s intellectual, moral 
and spiritual productions as well as the creation of its imagination. Why, 
therefore, should they not also be able to find satisfaction and edification in 
the came religious profession and the same worship ? | 

In fact, the success with which the Lutheran reformation was suppressed 
among the Latin nations while it firmly established itself among most 
populations of Teutonic kindred, is owing to external and accidental circum- 
stances in no way springing from the difference of nationality. Had the 
Latin princes at the time of the rise of the reformation had so much to gain 
from a worldly point of view by the adoption of the new doctrines as had the 
Teutonic rulers, Protestantism would have made as much progress among 
the Latin races as it did among the Teutons. But when the reformation made 
its appearance it found the Latin nationalities, Italy excepted, consolidated. 
Their sovereigns had much to lose but nothing to gain by the acceptance of the 


| new faith, while in Germany, for instance, spiritual, elective and dependent 
| ‘princes had much to gain and little to lose by severance from Rome, The 
Italian state organisation, it is true, was at the time very loose. But for 
‘this very reason the papacy was powerful and sufficiently near to crush with 
an iron heel the rising new faith. ‘The history of England, shows that at — 


the time there were special agencies of an accidental character in operation 


which greatly facilitated the work of the reformation, Princes and nobles | 


equally found their interest in the promotion of certain reforms which 
increased their power, and last, but not least, their possessions. In fact, in every 
country which either adopted or declined the reformation, on closer investiga- 
tion special external and adventitious causes will be found which promoted, 


‘retarded, or altogether checked the rise and development of the new faith. 


If we, therefore, admit that in the case under discussion the difference 
of nationality should be no obstacle to the acceptance of Protestantism or 
return to Roman Catholicism; we are not disposed to yield so far as to 


gay that among no two peoples is’ the difference in the racial affinity so great 


as not to require two different religions. On the contrary, history clearly 
shows that the’same religion rarely satisfies the spiritual cravings of different 
races, and if either by external force or some other circumstance, one and the 
same religion has been adopted by two races of a radically differing genius, 
the faith adopted becomes within a few generations so differentiated, that it 
retains among these races nothing in common but the name, Take for 
instance Christianity.

Take the Asiastic and African Christians. Scarcely 
had Mahometanism arisen when all these populations deserted the faith 
adopted for the sake of convenience—but which did not respond to the yearnings 
of their soul—and willingly accepted the religion of the Prophet. To this’ 
day African nations gravitate much more towards Mahometanism than 
Christianity, despite the elaborate agency of the latter for propagandism, 


: Take the Persians, a race entirely differing from that to which the Arabs 


The two races are capable of understanding and fully appreciating 
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belong. Scarcely had the latter forced upon the former their religion, when 
the genius of their race so elaborated it, that it was pronounced schismatic 


by the orthodox Semites. Take the Tae-pings in our days. These Chinese © 
rebels which at one time threatened to overthrow the Mantshoo dynasty, were a 


sort of Christian converts. But their Christianity differed so materially from 
that of the missionaries, their Aryan teachers, that it seemed to be more a 


caricature of Christianity than a modification of it. The genius of the | 
Chinese race had provided God the Son, with a younger brother so influential 
and so powerful as almost to supersede the elder. Different races, therefore, | 


may require different religions, if not in name certainly in essence. 

And here it is where the part acted by Christianity must fail, and that 
reserved for Judaism must begin. The former imposes certain doctrines 
and consequently practices flowing from it which do not and cannot suit the 

genius of every race. But Judaism demands nothing but the acknowledg- 


ment of certain general broad principles, each as luminous as daylight, and | 
each fully agreeing with the postulates of logic, and each requisite for 


human progress. But it does not impose upon any one the acknowledgment 


of certain contradictory doctrines without the slightest practical influence upon 


human well-being, and still less does it prescribe practices symbolising these 
doctrines. All that Judaism expects the nations of the earth to adopt for 
_ their own happiness and that of others is, that they should receive the funda- 
mental principles lying at its root. The nations are then at liberty to draw 
their own conclusions and elaborate the spiritual materials offered them in 
their own fashion in accordance with their history and the genius of their 
race and the cravings of their soul, provided they do not negative the broad 
principles upon which all morality and all human progress rest. The cere- 

monial law is exclusively for the Jew in harmony with his extraordinary 
history, his special mission and peculiar requirements. But the fundamental 
principles forming the basis of this religion are the property of all mankind 
and will undoubtedly one day be claimed by all nations preserved for them 
by as custodian. |

Committee intends placing the Fund into the bands of the heads of the several 
cong! egations ot Jerusalem, and these in whose hands is the halukah. They are 
to administer the fund for the improvement of the condition of the Jews in the 
Holy Land. Now these honourable Russians, who are as well acquainted with the 
proceedings of these heads as with what passes in the places of their 
residence, raise against this a loud cry. . It is grievous enough that of the 
halukah should pass into their hands. Ought the Committee increase their 
rofound regret by placing into their hands a fund not collected for the purpose of 
enefiting the rabbis ? 
“Many write to us that they have sent protests to the Committee, reminding 
them it is wrong to employ charity in a manner different from the intentions of 
the givers. Others say that they will send protests to the Committee, adding 
that if the Committee are not acquainted with the practice of the heads of the 
congregations and the distributors of the halukah, they ought to apply for 
information to honourable men in Russia, from which country hundreds of 
thousands of roubles are annually forwarded for the benefit of the poor iu the 
Holy Land. But before the money reaches the poor, it dwindles to nought. 


Everybody has his pull at it, so that the poor get the smallest trifle. These see 


and know it, but dare not remonstrate, lest they lose even this trifle.’

CONSECRATION OF A SYNAGOGUE AT NORTH SHIELDS. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 
| | SHIELDS, WEDNESDAY, MARCH 22ND, 1876, 

Although Shields is one of the oldest congregations in the North of England, 
it is the smallest, and, unlike its neighbours, it has decreased in numbers instead 
of increasing. Inthe two Shields there are not more than twelve or fourteen 
families, and as the greater number reside in Sonth Shields and cau attend the 
synagogue only by crossing the river the attendance at the best of times is not 
large, and generally they muster few morethan aminyan. It can not, therefore, 
be wondered at that the synagogue consecrated to-day is about the smallest in 
England. Itis capable of holding about 70 ladies and gentlemen, it is in fact 
two small rooms knocked into one, there is no gallery but a portion of the back 
is railed off for the accommodation of the ladies. The wapmyprs and the 
Almemar are both in one enclosure. On the ground floor there is a school, at 
present there are but 12 children attending. (rreat praise is due to Mr. Barcynski 
for his efforts in bringing matters to a suecess. Praise is a'so due to the Rev. 
Mr. Harris, of Newcastle, who did not rest until he induced the.people here to 
build a synagogue and school. It was only due to him that he should be 
honoured with the pleasing task of opening the House of God. | 

At 3 o'clock about 150 ladies and gentlemen from the various towns in the 
district were gathered together; standing room was found for as wany as could be 
crowded into the little building.

JEWISH WoRKING MEN’s AND Institure.—tThe first annual repc:! of the 
Jewish Club and Institute has reached us. We have perused its contents with 
much pleasure, for we note that the managers of the institution appear to be 
striving to carry out efficiently the objects for which the Club was established.

_ sufficient to know that some of the best English surgeons thoroughly approve of 


it. If we were called upon to mention names we would instance Sir Henry 
Thompson, of University College, and Mr. Jonathan Hutchinson, of the London

emphatically pronounced in its favour, and have caused it to be performed, of

of scientific men of all creeds and countries, who from their training and 
experience are especially fitted to be competent judges, betokens an amount of 
ignorance (we will use no harsher term) which extended information will correct. 

Whether, as the writer of the letter states, the custom “outrages the laws 
of nature” or not, is rather beside the question ; .for if we did nothing but what 
was in accordance with the so-called laws of nature, we should discontinue 
wearing clothes, cooking our fcod, cutting our hair, together with many other 


customs which we have found it very convenient to adopt.

In 1566 the 
Jews again built a synagogue very near the Rajah’s palace, it is the only existing 
one for the present, and it is 309 years old. | | | 

In 1663 the Jews were in trouble because the black Jews increased jp 
number, there were about 20,000 souls, and they had 10 synagogues, but the white 
Jews had only one synagogue and one Beth Hamedrash and were very few in 
number. The medrash is in ruins and it is commonly called the Misro-pelly, For. 
tunately, the Dutch who were expelled from here by the Portuguese came again to 
Cochin with a large number of soldicrs from Batavia and drove the Portuguese out 
of the country and destroyed the fortifications. The Dutch were very kind to the 
Jews because they assisted them when they came the first time to Cochin, The 
white Jews seeing the good opportunity took their revenge on their bitterest 
enemies, the black Jews, who were the cause of all their troubles and misfortunes: 
many of them were killed on the road by the Dutch and Jews. Since then the Jews 
have been very happy,and the black look up to the white Jews as their superiors 
to this day, but they hate each other. In 1666 many Jews came to Cochin from 
different parts of the world and they were doing a large business. All the old 
families are dead and gone, but their names are still in the record book, the only 
living oldest families are the Ashkanazees and Zaccais. In 1795 the English took 
possession of Cochin. |
